Pen Officials 
Probe Causes 
Of Uprising

Inv ation of causes and 
grievances which resulted in the 
25- man insurrection at the Atlan- 
ta federal penitentiary has begun, 
with the findings either to alle- 
viate the prisoners’ grievances or 
send the ringleaders to federal 
court for trial for violation of 
prison security regulations. 

Director of the federal bureau 
of prisons; James V. Bennett, of 
Washington, who was on hand 
during the rebellion, left the 
city late yesterday. He announced 
he would return next week. Mean- 
while Warden Joseph W. Sanford 
was directing the investigation. 

In the special treatment build- 
ing, stage of the three-day rebel- 
lion, major damage was done to 
furniture and windows, but not 
as heavy as anticipated by Ben- 
nett and. Sanford. No personal 
injuries were suffered by the par- 
ticipants, either captives or cap-

Hatred From 
The Cups of Despair 


Let us assume that this country for four 

years had been occupied by the German army 

5 and kept under a harsh, coldly cruel military 
e. 


Under such rule the dealth penalty was decreed for the slightest 
infringement of the severe rules. There were no trials, but merely 
the summary decision of the officer in charge, “Shaot this man.” 


‘Or, “Kill these men.” 


Nevertheless, the better human spirit being what it is, let us 
assume that some of us had carried on. We had hidden in the hills 
in caves and in ditches. We had lived in starvation and rags. We 
— — the loss of loved ones. We lived the life of hunted 
animals. 

Still, we had carried on. We cut the power lines. We blew up 
trains. We made contact with the Allies who were trying to help 
us. We smuggled in arms, ammunition and radios. We gave all 
the aid we could. Many of us were caught and killed, horribly, 
and died welcoming death. But through it all we had fought the 
Germans. 

At long last the time came when the Allies landed. We helped 
then. We killed sentries. We carried information. We damaged 
rail lines and communications. And at last the country was free 


again. 

Hatred We then came out of our caves and our ditches. We 
took off disguises. We came out of cellars and hiding 

places over the country. 

We knew those of our own cities who had betrayed us. We 
knew those who had carried the word to the Germans where to 
surprise one of our groups as it waited to blow up a train. We knew 
those who had curried favor with the Germans. We knew the 
women who had associated with them, many of them wives of our 
soldiers, some dead in battle. We knew the men who had kept 
their property and their homes by joining the Germans. 

For them we had hate. It was hate of the kind that is brewed 
fh the bitter cups of despair and agony from which we had drunk 
through the long years of no hope and no help. It was hate of the 
sort that is distilled out of the sight of torn bodies, friends and 
brothers with their tongues torn out, their bodies mutilated, and 
left hanging on poles along the streets. It was hate that filled the 
mind with heat and rage. 


So, we waited. And when the Allies came they began 
to deal with those who had dealt with the enemy. 
They began to put back in office those who had fled the country/ 
and who had lived lives of ease as members of an unauthorized 
government in exile. 

When that happened we took to the hills and the cellars again, 
uncomprehension and bitter disappointment added to the hate. We 
fought back again. We went out willing to die for what we had 
fought for all along. 

That, in a sense, is what is happening in Greece and, to a lesser 
extent, in Italy, Belgium and Holland. ‘ 

Such trouble was bound to come. There had to be a period of 
“blood-letting,” or adjustment. 

England declares her right to intervene in the civil strife. This 
country’s policy is, so long as it does not interfere with military 
operations, to let the people reach a decision. That seems to be 
the only policy which will arrive at a solution which may have a 
chance of standing up. We.see in Spain what sort of a condition 
exists where a government is in power because Italy and Germany 
put it there. We want none of that in any other country. 

There is sure to be violence. There had to be. 

The tragedy is there was no Allied policy. 

The second tragedy is that the nations now have sharply divided 
on individual policy, endangering the whole future,

Pedestrian Safeguard 


Editor Constitution: If Atlanta 
is to wage relentless „ar on the 
offensive jaywalker, why not of- 
fer some practical incentive to pe- 
destrians to remain within the 
marked cross walks? After all a 
jaywalker is only an inoffensive 
pedestrian turned criminal under 
such urgency as the rumor that 
a store across the street is selling 
cigarets, else he would not risk 
life and limb in Atlanta’s blood- 
thirsty traffic. 

It would be practical and inex- 
pensive to adjust the amber traf- 
fie lights now used as a warn- 
ing to halt vehicular traffic to 
keep the amber showing for the 
length of time allowed the red 
and green traffic lights. Then the 
amber could be designated for 
pedestrian traffic only. All vehic- 
ular traffic could be stopped un- 
til the green light appeared. 


This would provide for both ve- 
hicular and estrian traffic. 
something which is not ‘cansidered 
now, since both vehicular and pe- 
destrian traffic moves on the 
green light, vehicular traffic turns 
right and left across pedestrian 
lines. These turns force pedes- 
trians out of the traffic lanes, oft- 
en makes innocent jaywalkers out 
of lawabiding citizens, and endan- 
gers the lives of thousands of per- 
sons daily. 

By permitting pedestrians to 
cross streets only on amber lights, 
this vehicular crossing of the 
walking lanes would be eliminat- 
ed—assuming, of course that pe 
destrians would not be allowed 
to cross streets on either red or 
green traffic lights. Since the 
right and left turns of reckless 
drivers now forces pedestrians to 
wait for as many as three changes 
of the traffic lights, no addition. 
al delay would be forced upon 
hurrying citizens.

Worse Confounded! 


The situation in Greece, as this is written, is 


8 ‘ ust about the most confusing of any on this 


1 confusion-filled globe. Just what is the cause 
and the true background to the fighting going on in the streets of 
Athens is, largely, a mystery to mast of us on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

None of the conquered nations in Europe fought more heroically, 
more magnificently, against their Axis foes than did Greece. The 
saga of the Grecian army in the days when it soundly whipped 
the Italians and only succumbed to the irresistible mechanized 
weight of Germany, will live forever. 

The Greek guerrillas, who continued the fight after their nation 
was overrun, wrote a glorious story, too. b 

Now, in tragic sorrow, the world sees Greek fighting Greek on 
the streets of Athens and, in greater, sorrow, reads of British tanks 
and planes and guns joining in the civil conflict. 

We read of “rightists” and “leftists,” and understand, in a dim 
sort of way, that the former are supposed to be supporters of the 
monarchy, favoring return to the throne of King George II, who 
has been an exile in London. And we know that George isn’t much 
of a king, that he is a playboy weakling, that he ran from-his people 
when the Germans came. 

On the other side, we are told the “leftists” are Communists 
and, instinctively, we don’t like Communism. 

Britain’s Prime 


112 Churchill, 
What of Churchill! Minister, defends the action of his gov- 


ernment in turning British guns against Greek “leftists.” And we 
are puzzled. The British press, including the sedate and con- 
servative London Times, and many Other great papers, editorially 
condemns the Churchill government for its policy in Greece. 

Yet, it seems, we should wait before we utterly denounce such 
a man as Churchill, a man who has so magnificently led his people 
through all the black days of war, a man who has loomed as one 
of the three greatest leaders in the world during five years of 
agony. Can such a man change overnight, and does not his past 
record warrant, through all the confusion, a certain amount of our 
confidence, just because of that record? 

Probably the British don’t want a Communist, Russian-domi- 
— Greece so near to their lifeline to the east, through the Suez 
canal. 

We must agree with one statement by the British government. 
That is, that the people of the liberated countries in Europe should 
choose their own forms of government, by free and open choice, and 
not under the coercion of guns. The way to establish a govern- 
ment that means anything is certainly not through civil war. 

We don't think much of George II of Greece as a king. We 
would like to see genuine democracy in Greece. This doesn’t mean. 
though, we want to see Communists with hot guns in their hands 
take over that unhappy country.

WASHINGTON.—While the American people 

: did a wholesome job at the recent election in 

cleaning out isolationist elements in congress, 

many of the lot still remain and are ready to do injury to the cause 

of peace by opposition to the Allied treaty when it is submitted 
for ratification. 


Particularly is this true of the senate, the treaty-ratifying body, 
only a third of whose membership comes up for election every 
two years. 


For this reason the time yet remains for the present congress,

Now pending before the House Judiciary Committee is a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which would repeal the present 
provision requiring a two-thirds majority vote of the senate to 
ratify treaties and substitute simple majority-vote action by both 
houses of congress. 

A subcommittee of the judiciary body has already considered 
the pro amendment and has recommended it unanimously. 
The full committee is e to report in favor of submission at 
an early date, probably r on in the week. 

The way will then be open for both houses to take action before 
congress adjourns. 

If such an amendment were submitted to the 48 states by Jan- 
uary, it could be acted upon within three months, as the tures 
of most of the states meet early next year. That tend to 
insure approval ot the amendment in time for it to apply against 
the peace treaty which is to follow the end of the war. 


More than anything else that could be done, it would make 
certain that the next peace treaty will not suffer the fate of the 
League of Nations, which went down to defeat when the senate 
rejected the Versailles pact after the last World War.
